Unfortunately, however, 
the Constitution is silent on the 
question of who is to determine 
when a President is unable to 
perform his duties; nor does it 
inform us how a disabled Chief 
Executive may reassert his pow- 
ers, once surrendered. 


That the question of "inability" 


has been with us since our found- 
ing days is evidenced by the 
question put by Dr. Dickinson of 
Delaware at the Constitutional 
Convention when he asked the 
assembly, "What is the extent 
of the term 'disability' and who 
is to be the judge of it?" It is 
this question which we, the Con- 
gress of the United States, must, 
171 years later, finally resolve.

Possible For 
Disabled 


Persons who have a disability 


may file an application for a 
"freeze" on their Social Security 
protection, according to S. Leigh 
Wolfe, manager of the local Soc- 
ial Security office.- 


Severely disabled persons, who 


have been.unable to work for a 
.prolonged 
period, 
risk 
losing 


their future rights to disability 
benefits at 50, old-age benefits, 
and benefits for their survivors. 
By filing promptly Wolfe said, 
their Social Security records may 
be frozsn as of the date they be- 
came unable to work. This will 
protect their rights to future pay- 
ments and the amounts payable. 


To qualify forJhis "freeze" a 


person must have worked under 
Social Security at least five years 
out of the 10 preceding his dis- 
ability including at least one and 
a half years out of the three'year 
period 
before 
his 
disability 


began. Also, it must be esfabfch- 
ed by medical evidence that his 
condition is so severe it prevents 
him from substantial gainful em- 
ployment or self-employment and 
that it is expected to continue for 
an indefinite period. The dis- 
ability may be of any nature but 
must have existed for six months 
or more. 


If you are disabled, protect 


yourself and your family by im- 
mediately getting in touch with 
your Social Security office in the 
Post Office, Cumberland. A free 
pamphlet. OASI-29, is available 
which explains the disability pro- 
visions in the Social Security law.

He explains that scientsls have 


ound several chemicals which 
will double the ability of mice 
or rats to survive strong radia- 
tion. But the dose of the chemi- 
cals needed to protect man is poi- 
sonous. 


Dr. Dunham believes the prob- 


lem eventually will be licke<l by 
learning how to eliminate these 
poisonous effects or discovering 
a completely new type of chemi 
cal compound. 


But because of these chemicals' 


short period of effectiveness, he 
doubts that a long term anti- 
radiation vaccine can be perfect- 


like those used against many 


dreaded diseases. 


That's why the AEC scientist 


predicts the greatest benefits of 
such a drug 'probably will come 
from its use by atomic rescue 
workers. Since they would know 
bow long the drug would last, 
they could get out of a danger 
area before its protection wore 
o f f , - 


Even if they didn't escape in 


time, their chances of survival 
would be greatly helped by other 
anticipated medical discoveries. 


Efforts are now being made, Dr. 


Dunham says, to perfect a tech- 
nique for transplanting vital bone 
marrow from one person to an- 


other. Bone marrow is the body's 
most important producer of blow 
cells. 


It's also one of the . principa 


targets of radiation. ..When th 
marrow's ability to produce cell 
is destroyed, the result is a slow 
certain death. 


But if marrow could be injecte 


from one person to another like 
blood transfusion, • one of radia 
tipn's most dangerous t h r e a t 
would be eliminated. 


"I think it will be done eventu 


ally,"'Dr. Dunham explains, "bu 
it will take a few years." 


He also forsees the day whe 


people will be able to store som 
of their own marrow in prepara 


on of an atomic attack. H« 
xplains, though, that a success- 
ul way of preserving it must be 
eveloped first!. 
' • 


Dr. Dunham believes this ac- 
omplishment would be especially 
seful in the armed forces. He 
xplains that it would enable mili- 
ary installations and naval ships 


bank; some on each man's 


marrow to use if he should be 
xposed to severe radiation. 
Another important study is be 
ng conducted lo find a drug thai 
will remove radioactive- particles 
rorri bone. Scientists have al- 
ready discovered one that will at- 
ack plutonium circulating in the 
blood stream. But it doesn't work 
f the plutonium gets lodged in 
bone. 


Also, scientists believe that 


jlood contains a mysterious sub- 
stance that aids recovery from 
overdoses of radiation. Dr. Dun 
lanf explains that if the chemical 
is found, scientists will try to 
extract it in hopes that it will 
p r o v e successful in radiation 
treatment. 


"Although it is unlikely that 


there will ever be any. effective 
treatment for extremely h i g h 
doses of radiation," Dr. Dunham 
explains, "there is the hope that 
before many years have passed 
we will be able to double or even 
triple.a person's natural ability, to 
withstand radiation injury."
